Investigating Boloeit Fatality 
Brings Out Little New 


MANAGER KNOWS NO 
REASON FOR ACCIDENT 


Thinks However That it Might; 
be Due to Carelessness of 


Employees

Beloeit, Que., July 25.—After twen- 
ty minutes’ deliberation today the 
jury empanelied to investigate the 
cause of the death of seven persons 
in the Canadian Explosives company, 
Ltd, explosion here Thursday, return- 
ed a verdict of accidental death, with- 
out making any recommendations. 
While the inquest conducted by Dr. 
Chapdelaine was primarily on the 
death of Miss Aurore Eli, one of the 
victims, the findings alsa applies to 
the six others who lost their lives. 

It had been rumored that charges 
of criminal negligence would be made 
against the company, but the wit- 
nesses who testified along these lines 
were apparently strongly biased, some 
of them being relatives of the vic- 
tims, while others were disgruntled 
or discharged employees. 

The first witness examined was 
Robert H. Lyons, manager of the coim- 
pany, who stated that at the time of 
the explosion everything was heing 
carried on according to the usual 
routine. In the building where the 
accident occurred prepared gelatine 
dynamite was being placed in pauper 
cartridges after which the cartridges 
werg folded and finished ready to be 
voxed for shipment.
